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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  YEAR  1947. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Haslam  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1947. 

Owing  to  circumstances  of  the  prolonged  illness  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Lynam,  it  was  not  until  June, 
1947,  that  the  post  was  filled,  and  in  consequence  only  the 
most  urgent  sanitary  work  could  be  undertaken. 

The  vital  statistics  show  little  change  from  1946, 
which  showed  an  improvement  on  previous  years.  No  deaths 
were  recorded  from  infantile  diarrhoea  or  puerperal  pyrexia. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  apart  from  an 
outbreak  of  measles  was  low,  and  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis 
were  notified  during  the  year.

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HOUSING. 

The  prospect  with  regard  to  housing  at  the  end  of  1947  is 
somewhat  better  than  was  hoped  for.  It  does  seem  that  many 
many  of  the  worst  cases  of  overcrowding  will  be  alleviated  during 
of  the  worst  cases  of  overcrowding  will  be  alleviated  during  1948. 

Of  the  sub-standard  property  in  the  demolition  class  Clay 
Cross  has  more  than  its  average  share.  At  a rough  estimate 
there  are  ''*00  houses  in  this  category,  and  unfortunately  many^of 
them  are  not  even  “ wind  and  water  proof."  As  far  as  can  be 
foreseen  there  is  little  hope  of  demolition  ol  any  but  the  verv 
worst  type  of  houses,  and  the  fact  that  people  will  be  forced  to  live 
under  unsatisfactory  conditions  for  some  years  to  come  must  be 
faced.  This  problem  is  common  to  many  districts  as  well  as 
this  one,  and  Pvlandhester  and  Birmingham,  in  endeavouring  to 
alleviate  the  position  are  purchasing  much  of  the  sub-standard 
property  and  doing  such  repairs  so  as  to  render  the  houses 
reasonably  fit  to  live  in. 

Whether  this  method  wouldi  be  beneficial  in  the  Urban  Area 
is  a matter  for  the  Council  to  deliberate  over.  One  thing  is  cer- 
tain, that  when  the  Ministry  of  Health  allow  clearance  area  action 
to  proceed  and  be  carried  to  its  ultimate  conclusion  there  will  be 
many  gaps  in  the  old  township. 

riiere  should  be  careful  consideration  given  to  the  re- 
planning of  clearance  areas  in  Clay  Cross,  for  if  the  clearance 
areas  are  merely  denuded  of  houses  and  left  vacant  it  will  give 
the  township  a most  derelict  appearance. 
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HOUSING,  continued. 

There  is  a tendency  at  present,  due  to  the  didiculty  in  find- 
ing sites  for  new  houses,  to  have  an  old  village  and  a new.  It 
does  seem  a pity  that  in  planning,  the  new  estates  cannot  be 
linked  up  with  the  old  to  form  a connected  and  closer-knit 
community.

There  were  no  deaths  recorded  from  either  Diptheria 
or  Scarlet  Fever. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis.  No  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

Measles.  There  was  an  epedemic  of  Measles  during 
the  year,  there  were  212  notifications  but  no  deaths  were 
recorded. 


Whooping  Cough.  Ten  cases  were  notified  as  against 
48  in  the  previous  year.  One  death  was  due  to  this  disease.

From  the  table  it  will  be  seen  there  is  a big  drop 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  scabies  treated. 

This  is  to  be  expected  as  the  incidence  throughout 
the  whole  country  has  dropped  to  a very  low  figure. 

The  number  attending  for  cleansing  of  verminous 
heads  has  also  dropped.  This  decrease  is  difficult  to  account 
for  as  from  statistics  taken  from  hospital  admissions  it  is 
known  that  the  incidence  of  head  infestation  has  not  decretsed.

One  additional  Water  Closet  has  also  been 
provided. 

BUG  INFESTATION. 

3 houses  were  dit  infested  during  the  year,  each  house 
receiving  attention  a number  of  times  and  the  premises  have 
been  thoroughly  cleared. 
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PETROLEUM. 

12  Licenses  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum  spirit  of  a 
total  capacity  of  43,800  gallons  have  been  issued. 

2 Licenses  for  the  storage  of  1 ton  of  Carbide  of 
Calcium  have  been  issued  during  the  year. 


CLEANSING  & SCAVENGING. 

The  work  is  carried  out  efficiently  by  the  Council’s 
workmen,  there  is  one  low  loading  vehicle  of  modern  design 
and  other  vehicles  are  provided  with  suitable  sheets. 

Controlled  tipping  is  in  operation  and  men  are 
engaged  on  the  tip  sorting  refuse  and  salvage  regularly. 

All  Dust  Bins  are  emptied  weekly. 

All  the  streets  in  the  district  are  cleaned  regularly 
including  Sunday. 

During  the  year  the  men  engaged  on  the  scavenging 
services  were  equipped  with  protective  clothing  each  man  receive- 
ing  2 boiler  suits,  gloves,  oilskin  coat  and  leg  slips.
